The Dominion is to pay one-third 
of the freight charges on feed grain 
shipped east from Ft. William. If the 
western provincial governments want 
to help the marketing movement, 
parallel action on their part would be to 
meet a proportion of the charges from 
western points to the head of the lakes, 


thus establishing through reduced 
rates. It is about as far from Regina 
to lake-head as from that point to 
Toronto. 


Revised figures are said to show a 
shortage of more than 56,000,000 
bushels of feed grain in the eastern 
provinces. Unless the extra feed is ob- 
tained somewhere, that part of the 
Dominion will not be able to contribute 
its quotas to Britain's bacon and other 
requirements. 

Whether the west can meet this 
demand will depend largely on whether 
the price will make it profitable to ship 
low grade wheat to eastern points. The 
western oat crop is somewhat less than 
last year, and an increase of 20,000,000 
bushels in the barley yield may do no 
more than meet the increased need here 
due to the larger number of hogs now 
being raised. Rye and low grade wheat 
may therefore have to make up the 
amount of feed available for shipment 
east. 

In the existing circumstances it will 
be both bad business and bad war 
policy if all the feed in the Dominion 
is not turned into the food concentrates 
which are needed in almost unlimited 
quantities in Britain.
